New York, March 30.— Samuel 
Gomp ers, p resid.ent ot the National 
Federation of Labor, just arrived 
from Detroit, asked what he thought 
of the decisions of fudges Ricks and 
T att of 'Loledo and Judge Ibllings 
of New Orleans regarding the ille­ 
gality of strikes, said: “ They show 
that there is an agreement among 
judges, 
or 
at 
least 
a 
tacit 
understanding, to attack the labor 
organizations of the 
country. 
In 
my op inion the decision of Judge 
Ricks was 
called forth by the re­ 
p orts set adoat last year that a gen­ 
eral strike during the World’s fair 
was contem|)latC(l by railroad men. 
W here the rep ort emanated from is 
more than I can say, but 
1 am p osi­ 
tive that such a move was not con- 
temp lateil hy organized labor or any 
branch of it. 
I am rather inclined 
to the op inion that it came from the 
managers of the railroads for a p ur­ 
p ose, and that imrp ose we now see 
in the almost simultaneous dicisions 
of Judges Ricks, Thaft and Billings. 
'I'he [)lain p urp ose of tlie judges is 
to ])rcvent workmen from rp iitting 
emp loyment; in other words to ore- 
vent strikes by law.
